Coach Dominic Campolo, colorful young member of the 
Salinas Junior College coaching staff, in a surprise move, 
resigned his position last week, President John B. Lemos

distinct surprise to.the. faculty 
and members of the student 
body. 

Coach Campolo proved himself 
to be extremely capable in all 
phases of the physical education 
department, and his ability to

Leaders 
Circulate 
Petition 


Student leaders, -unable to be- 
lieve that the sudden and surpris- 
ing resignation of Coach Domi- 
nic Campolo was voluntary, have 
begun circulating a petition re- 
questing an investigation of the 
circumstances involved. 

Student spokesmen said that in 
the light of Coach Campolo’s ex- 
cellent record, they felt that their 
petition was entirely in order. 

They stressed the fact that they 
wished to take no radical action: 
However, they made it clear that 
there would be no rest until the 
matter had been cleared up. 

After three hours of circula- 
tion, the petition had 450 signa- 
tures, and those circulating the 
petition felt sure that they would 
soon have close to the entire stu- 
dent body backing their cause. 

The petition read: 

“We, the undersigned, respect- 
fully request that an inquiry be 
made public within 24 hours con- 
cerning the circumstances sur- 
rounding the sudden resignation 
of Coach Campolo; and that the 
facts be made known to the stu- 
dents of Salinas Junior College. 


“There are indications that 
pressure has been brought to 
bear and that. Coach Campolo’s 
resignation was not voluntary. 

“We feel that in the light of 
Coach Campolo’s excellent record 
this petition is completely in or- 
der. 

“If his resignation was volun- 
tary, we desire him to reconsider 
his sudden action.”
